If yo u h aven't already do ne so . it is time 
to summo n up all yo ur co urage and go o ut 
in quest o f th e family Ch ristmas tree. But 
fake h eart, go o d fello w, th e day may eo me 
wh en tramping th ro ugh lo ts fo r a tree is as 
o ld fash io ned as cutting yo ur o wn fro m th e 
fo rest. Ch ristmas is ch anging o ver th e years 
and Ch ristmas trees arc no ex< eptio n 
One late develo pment is th e .steel Ch rist­ 
mas tree. We h ave never seem o ne but th ey 
are rejMirtedly very {wpular. acco rding to 
o ne Linco ln retailer. But th e steel tree may 
be do o med to suffer an early death Th e 
same 
naiinnal 
retail­ 
ing firm wh ich h andles 
th e steel trees at th is 
time, Mo n t g o m e r y 
Ward, th is year bo ugh t 
th e entire year’s pro ductio n o f .50,000 new 
type Ch ristmas trees. Th e Linco ln sto re is 
no t h andling th is new tree as th e 50,000 were 
no t sufficient fo r distributio n to all o utlets. 
Th is new tree is as near to th e real th ing as 
yo u will ever get with o ut really h aving th e 
real McCo y. 
If Is called a “ do -it-yo urself” tree kit but 
do n't let th at fo o l yo u. Bigh t awa>, yo u 
pro bably th ink abo ut th e many o th er do -it- 
yo urself pro jects yo u h ave unriertaken such 
as wallpapering, plastering, plumbing, car­ 
pentry. etc. Rut th is new Ch ristmas tree 
really lo o ks like a cinch . 
Th e new tree co mes in a kit co nsisting o f 
th e trunk with a series o f nine ro ws o f limb 
h o les evenly spaced up, do wn and aro und. 
Th e pac kage also co ntains 46 real Do uglas 
fir bo ugh s. Th e packages are numbered 
fro m o ne to nine acco rding to th e length o f 
th e h o ugh s. .Ml yo u do is take package No . 
1, co ntaining th e lo ngest bo ugh s, and .stick 
th e limbs into th e h o les aro und th e bo tto m 
o f th e trunk. Yo u th en fo llo w th ro ugh th e 
rest o f th e packages, wo rking fro m th e bo t­ 
to m up to th e tip o f th e tree. 


Th e bo ugh s are treated in advance fo r 
fire-pro o fing and to prevent th eir needles 
fro nt falling to o early. Th e tree o r kit h as a 
retail price o f $.5.95, no t far fro m th e price 
o f a regular six-fo o t tree. Th e trunk may h e 
saved and a new package o f bo ugh s pur­ 
ch ased th e fo llo wing year fo r $.1.7 5. Th e first 
th ing th is reminds us o f, df co urse, is th e 
o peratio n we all generally try to perfo rm o n 
o ur real trees after we buy th em. 
Cnable to find wh at we th ink is a perfect 
tree, we buy o ne with as few o pen spaces in 
It as we can find. We also cart h o me with its 
a few h o ugh s th at we h ave mo re o r less 


stolen from the lot where we bought our 
tree. Then, we get out our handy little drill 
and proceed to put a few holes in the tree 
trunk at the strategic open places. Of 
course, with the rounded surface we hav e to 
work on and the green wood we are working 
with, the drilling can be a real challenge. 
The little screw tip on the end of the drill 
slips around on the trunk like a bar of soap 
in a wet hand. By the time the drill begins 
to lake hold of the trunk, the hole It will 
make Is sev eral inches from where y ou 
planned it. 


★ 
Ho wever, yo u can always start o ver and 
eventually yo u get th e h o le in th e trunk 
abo ut wh ere yo u want it. Th en co mes th e 
.simple jo b o f slipping th e extra bo ugh yo u 
h ave into th e h o le, II go es in, alrigh t, but 
so meth ing went wro ng as it sags do wn and 
rests o n th e limb belo w it, leaving th e o pen 
space abo ve as it always was 
But the do-it-y ourself tree kit is made up 
by ex perts and the manufacturers say that 
“ a kid can put it together.” Well, If they 
know their salesmanship, they will elimin­ 
ate that pitch to the buy er. If a “ kid” can 
do It. that leav es most of us adults out. A 
“ kid” can put together a model boat or air­ 
plane kit, too, but his dad can’t get to first 
base with it. 
All Dad ends up with is glue all o ver h im- 
self and th e surro undings and a lo t o f little 
pieces o f plastic wh ich h e kno ws are essen­ 
tial h ut fo r wh ich h e can figure o ut no pur­ 
po se. Yo u end up h ating yo urself wh en, aft­ 
er yo u walk o ff m dis­ 
gust, th e “ kid” co mes 
alo ng a h alf h o ur later 
with th e co mpleted jet 
bo mber o r aircraft car­ 
rier. Yet. it can ’t be denied th at th e new do - 
it-yo urself Ch ristmas tree kits sh o w a lo t o f 
pro mi.se. With th e tree acquisitio n made so 
simple and sure, th e o nly th ing left is th e 
deco rating. But h ere is wh ere so me clever 
adventurer may be missing th e bo at. 
Th e deco rating is a big jo b and sto ring all 
th e ligh ts and deco ratio ns fo r mo st o f th e 
year can clutter up co rners and clo sets. Th e 
next th ing yo u kno w, so mebo dy will h e sell­ 
ing a tree co mpletely deco rated, including 
ligh ts. Th ey will deliver th e tree at th e ap­ 
po inted time befo re Ch ristmas and remo ve 
it after Jan. 1 with no fuss o r sto rage pro b­ 
lem fo r th e h o me o wner and no th ing but an 
insignificant rental ch arge fo r all th e ligh ts 
and trimmings.

-An o asis always attracts peo ple and eco ­ 
no mic gro wth and Nebraska can expect 
bo th . Wisely planned water laws will pro ­ 
tect agriculture wh ile pro viding fo r indus­ 
trial gro wth and h uman needs as well.

We canno t subscribe to Mr. Trum an ’s 
apparent ph ilo so ph y th at everyo ne sh o uld 
fo rsake h is ideas fo r th e sake o f party 
h armo ny. Kven Truman h imself do es no t 
fo llo w th is ph ilo so ph y o r we wo uld h ear 
less o f h is i d e a s at every Demo cratic 
gath ering. Fo r o ne th ing, a po litical party 
is a to o l used in th e pro cess o f o rderly 
go vernment and as such h as no specific 
limitatio ns. 
Also , a po litical party sh o uld be th e 
expressio n o f a certain basic ph ilo so ph y 
but th is do es no t mean th at th ere sh all be 
no difference o f o pinio n as to h o w best 
to express th is ph ilo so ph y and ach ieve its 
o bjectives. 
No r do es it mean th at o ne 
party member canno t o r sh o uld no t run 
against ano th er o ne if th ey th ink th ey 
h ave so meth ing co nstructive to o ffer. It is 
a h ealth y th ing if th e two parties are no t 
to o limited with in th eir o wn o rg^izatio n s. 
Th e time fo r unity is wh en th e vo ters 
h ave narro wed th ings do wn in a primary 
fo r th e general electio n sh o wdo wn. 
New Trees I n The Forest 


Back in President Wo o dro w Wilso n’s day 
th e creatio n o f th e Federal Reserve Sys- 
(em was h ailed as th e h appy answer to 
th e ever-vexing pro blems o f* natio nal fi­ 
nance—th e end o f panics and th e arrival 
o f th e day o f o rderly mo ney. And th e en­ 
th usiasts were no t far wro ng fo r th o se 
were th e days o f a banker eco no my. See 
to th e go o d h ealth o f banking and every­ 
th ing else wo uld fall in place. 
Th e Federal Reserve is still a great in­ 
stitutio n. If it lacks Its o riginal influence 
it is no t th ro ugh wasting it but because 
o f th e emergence o f new facto rs 
Th e Federal Reserve co uld no t avert 
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th e depressio n o f 1930 no r cure it because 
th e bank pro blem was an effect rath er 
th an a cause. 
Similarly to day th e Federal Reserve is 
o nly partly effective against inflatio n and 
o th er current fiscal inbalances. To o much 
o f th e co untry's mo ney is no lo nger sub­ 
ject to Its regulatio n. 


In po int is th e recent repo rt o f Rev. 
Paul Harbrech t fo r th e Twentieth Century 
Fund 
o n 
private 
pensio n 
funds. 
Th ese 
h ardly existed 25 years ago , but Harbrech t 
no tes th at to day th ey represent $7 0 billio n 
in reserves and annually take in $39 bil­ 
lio n, a figure th at is gro wing at th e rate 
o f $4 billio n a year. Th ey are so new 
and 
co nsequential th at 
Harbech t 
wo uld 
give th em a special name—“ parapro prietal 
o wnersh ip.” 


Since such funds are no t subject to th e 
Federal Reserve as are bank depo sits and 
credit, and since th ey incline mo stly to ­ 
ward investment in co mmo n sto ck it is 
clear to see h o w th ey co ntribute to ward 
an influential co mpartmentalizatio n o f th e 
natio nal credit po o l. 
Investment trusts are ano th er agency o f 
co mpo unded capital. .And mo re th an $45 
billio n is no w being ch anneled by install­ 
ment lo an institutio its no t subject to Fed­ 
eral Reserve regulatio n as are banks. 
Dbvio usly th ese great new co ncentra­ 
tio ns o f capital and credit must be bro ugh t 
under study if th e go vernment expects to 
return to th e beneficial fiscal influence 
I h e Federal Reserve o nce exercised by 
dealing with banks wh ich were th en mo re 
nearly th e be-all and do -all.

earth quakes. 
Th is is th e co nclusio n o f 
tne Rand Co rpo ratio n, a pri­ 
vate “ brain facto ry” wh ich 
do es research fo r th e go vern­ 
ment. In its repo rt No . R-348 
co mpleted Dec. 3 and rush ed 
to Geneva, R a n d warned 
th at explo sio ns up to 300 kil- 
o to ns c o u l d be muffled so 
th ey wo uld register o n sensi­ 
tive seismo graph s as o nly 
o ne 
kilo to n. Th e pro po sed 
Geneva s e i s m i c netwo rk 
wo uld be unable to distin­ 
guish th em fro m th o usanfls 
o f natural earth quakes th at 
o ccur every year, th e repo rt 
declared. 
Explo sio ns under 100 kilo - 
to ns, th e repo rt said, wo uld 
no t be detectable at all. 
The Hand phy sicists based 
their conclusions on a care­ 
ful analy sts of past under­ 
ground ex plosions. The 1.7 - 
kiloton Ranter shot, which 
was ex ploded 9 00 feet under 
the Nev ada desert, caused 
an underground rumble that 
could be registered for (ireat 
distances, 
t h e y 
acknow­ 
ledged. 
They 
pointed 
out, 
howev er, that the bomb was 
ex ploded in a six -foot cube. 
If th e cavern w'as expand­ 
ed, th ey claimed, it co uld

'Stalling' Call Tough 
The decision on whether a team is trying to stall out 
the final minutes of a basketball victory is one of the tough­ 
est an official has to make. It’s mostly a matter of judg­ 
ment. and the rule books do not give the referee much help. 
The situation came up in Southeast’s 43-42 win over 
Northeast last Friday, when NE mentor Ed Johnson con­ 
tended Knight Denny Puelz violated the “ 5-second rule’’ in 
the late minutes, when he successfully used up time by 
dribbling. 
Johnson and SE’s coach Bob Good could not agree on 
the interpretation of the rule in a post game discussion, al­ 
though Good admitted he probably would have been jump­ 
ing if he had been in Johnson’s situation. 
May Call Held Ball 
The rules, themselves, do not mention the situation, but 
there is a reference in the comments added to the rule 
book. Under the “Held Ball” section: 
“Held ball may sometimes be called after 5 seconds of 
continuous control by one player. The purpose is to dis­ 
courage “freezing or keep-away” tactics during which 
there is little or no attempt to score and the obvious pur­ 
pose is to “ run out the clock” or to draw a foul. If a clasely 
guarded player away from usual field goal throwing area 
holds and/or dribbles the ball for the obvious purpose of 
consuming time or of tantalizing the opponent into commit­ 
ting a foul, the 5-second time limit applies . . . The re­ 
striction on holding the ball is greater than for dribbling it.’’ 
There is also a note that the 5-second count stops, and 
starts over again, if the dribbler loses his guard, the guard 
retreats, or the dribbler moves to score. 
This is the part which is difficult to interpret. Is it 
enough for a player lo simply dribble away from center 
court, into the vicinity of the free throw circle, without ac­ 
tually trying for a basket? 
Puelz moved toward the circle several times, and once 
dribbled under the basket. The officials in this game felt 
this was enough. .Also, without (|uestion, Puelz certainly 
did not slow up the action in the slightest. There was plenty 
of that.
